Guard Freedom of the Press 
By George Sokolsky 


It used to be a truism in jour­ 
nalism that vvhen a man bites a 
dog, it is news. Nothing was said 
about which one got the rabies. 
The American Bar Assn. meet­ 
ing in London must have been 
more than 
somewhat 
shocked 
listening to a British editor, Per­ 
cy Hoskins, tell them how badly 
court 
news 
and 
particularly 
criminal 
news 
is 
reported 
in 
Great Britain where the courts 
close out free reporting of cur­ 
rent trials on the ground that 
they are sub judice. A reporter 
or editor can be held for con­ 
tempt of court for doing his duty 
to the public. 
The fundamental theory of ju­ 
dicial propriety in the United 
States ut for a trial to be held 
publicly and to be reported free­ 
ly so that the people may know 
what is going on. Also, it is 
hoped that free and open report­ 
ing will keep the judges honest 
and fair and will prevent them 
from making private deals. 
The Chinese, who have had a 
s try long experience with the 
law, say that a judge 
is only 
honest if he accept, 
an 
equal 
bribe from each side It is to be 
hoped that we do not reach such 
a condition in this country, 
al­ 
though obviously if the doors are 
shut and the windows curiained, j 
anything can happen, judges not 
being relieved of temptation on 
elevation to office. 
In a characteristic British un- I 
derstaterrent, Hoskins asks: “ Is 
it not the lesson of history that 
su'h systems (secret courts) can 
lead to grave abuse?” The an- j 
iwer, of course, must be that 
they do. 
Hoskins said: 
“ I do not think I am betraying 
any great secret when I say that 
journalists have n e v e r been 
over-popular with politicians or 
judges I think it might be tak­ 
en as a safe rule that if journal­ 
ists ever became too popular in 
these quarters the press 
would 
be falling down (hi its job. Of j 
course the reason for our unpop­ 
ularity with the politicians and 
the judges is quite simple. They 
choose to claim 
that 
we 
are 
poaching 
on 
their 
preserves. 
And, of course, historically, this 
is quite true. . 
It might have been pointed out 
to Percy Hoskins that there is a 
trend in this country to prevent 
full and proper reporting of tri­ 
als and to keep news photog­ 
raphers out of the courtroom al­ 
together. The theory is that be 
cause 
of 
zealous 
reporting, 
a 
jury is so well-informed about a 
case that it develops prejudices 
arising from newspaper and ra ­ 
dio comment and therefore can 
not be just. This c o n c e p t is 
based 
upoon 
the 
theory 
that 
Americans are dumb and that 
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the more they know, the l e s s 
thy understand. 
Hoskins answers this by say­ 
ing: 
“ . . .The fact is also acknow! 
edged

saying 
that justice must not merely be 
done but that it must be seen to 
be done. Few people today would 
dispute these principles. It might 
then be thought that the old bat­ 
tle between the press and its 
adversaries is ended.
